1 Topc, but do not at all meet the demand in this country, 

rrom some cause that I do not pretend to understand. Diseases ©f the 
in have changed in their type, as well as tlioir ca^se, in this country. 
Europe, the prolific cause is said to be poverty and filth. This cannot 
tarate in this country, as we do not lmoY7Viv(::i the meaning of the words 
-they are understood in Europe. To raad French writers on scald-head, 
•' mole-hills of scab, smelling like cat's dung, and swarming with lice,'" 
1 1 fi^ve you an idea of European filth. 

It is very much to be regretted that Dr. Bell, of Philadelphia, in hm 
dutiful edition of Rayer's greatwork, has not notice^ mone minutely the 
f^rations or changes in the typo of the various diseases in this country, 
fbel confident no man in the United States could do it with equal 
Curacy. ^

Humors were formerly; removed by eight different methods: 1. Fric- 
tion; 2. Bathino; 3. Sweating; 41 Fasting; 6^ Purging; 6. VoMii'iNo; 
^. Urine; 8. Salivation. The more enlightened medical luminaries ot 
the present day have discarded all these methods except purging ahd 
salivation. Yet there are many cases in which all these might be profit- 
ably employed, moyc particuljirly in diseases of the Lymph and tlie 
Skin itself. 

1. Friction. Wherotthe circulation is languid, the body thin, and the 
flesh cold and clammy, and the skin covered with Salt-Rheum pimples, 
friction, or rubbing the fle«h witTi a coarse towel to raise a glow of heat 
and add vigor to the skin, will enable the skin to throw off much offensive 
matter.

EXANTflAMATAv 



In. this order are Erythema, Erysipelas, Roseola, Measles^ Scarlatinfl^ 
and Nottle-Rash. Erythema is merelj'^ a red, inflamed patch on the skin, — 
generally on the face, neck, «nd arms ; and seldom ladts more than two or 
three weeks, and is generally a trifling afair. 

ERYSIPELAS. 
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SYMPTOMS. 

Erysipelas comes on with a fever ; then inflammation, aiitf redhi^ss tcf the 
parts; then. burning heat, swelling, and small bliiaters of the skin, lit 
three or four days* the vesicles break, and discharge a thin, sticky fluid, 
which dries, and forms crusts and scales, aiid in a few days dries* up; 

Inflammatory Erysipelas is more severe. It runs deep into tlie flesh, the- 
pain is very severe, and the fever runs high. • The skin ia very painful on- 
pressure, and slowly resumes its natural color. In a few days, purulent 
deposits are formed, and discharge a vitiated humor, mixed with gangreno 
flesh. The mucous membrane of the stomach and intestines inflames, and 
the patient often sinks exhausted by fever and diarrhoea. Within the space- 
of two or three days, the Erysipelas reaches its greatest intensity. Th#^ 
skia is smooth, tense, and shining; is of a bright-reyi color, and. does not 
for an instant preserve the impression of the finger.

About the- fifth, or sixth day, 
tho inflammation subsides ; the skin becomes of a livid bluish color ; it 
becomes softened, and covered with smaJl blisters, or vesicles,: filled wi^Ji 
reddish or black water ; then sores and ulcers arc formed, which are both 
slow and tedious to heal. 

Erysipelas of the face is the most common of any : it attacks tlie cheeks, 
nose and lips, generally one side of tho facie. Tlie eyes- are clbscd and: 
watery; tho nose is enlarged; the nostrils puffed and dry ;• tlie oars red. 
And shining; the mouth full of saliva, which is with difficulty expelled. 
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. CAUSE. 

TKe caiusea of Erysipelas are various ; but the most common is checked 
perspiration, throwing tha per«piratiop in a condensed form back again into 
the Bystem, and causing a fermentation of the fluids, vitiating the blood, 
and saturating the whole system with a poison more or less malignant.

On the third 
day, the eyes look red, the nose and eyes run freely. Oa the fourth day, 
the rash- makes its appearance: it is first seen in the face, neck, and 
cheeks, and around the mouth. On the seventh day, the vash comes to its 
height : it then begins to decline in the same order that it came. It first 
declines on the face and neck, then on the body. 

CAUSE. 

It is said that measles first came from Arabia, that hotbed of contagious 
diseased. Spiritual mediums all declare the Measles to be nothing more nor 
less than a germ or spore, endowed with animal life, floating in the atmo- 
sphere. I have seen mediums, who declared they could see it. A few of 
these get into the human system, and breed ; and the rash on the surface 
is an efibrt of Nature to rid herself, and that they come out on the surface 
Sn millions. The time will come when they will be seen by the micro- 
scope. 

The Measles are very contagious, arid are aiso communicated by inocu* 
lation. 

CURE. • 

The very best cure for the measles is to let them alone ; let them run 
their course. Keep the child warm ; give it warm drinks ; do not on any 
account give it any physic or cathai-tic of any kind. Giving opening med- 
icines in Measles has destroyed thousands of children that might otherwise 
have lived. Sponge the body with warm water three or four times a day ; 
this is exceedingly refr'jshing, and assists in opening the skin to let out the 
rash. If you think the rash does not come out full, give a tea made of 
Yirginia snake-root and saffron, two or three times a day. . This is per- 
fectly safe and simple, and is the best article known 1o the medical profes- 
sion to throw any thing to the surface which ought to come. 

There are many children, either through mismanagement, or a malignant 
type of the disease, who do not have what is called a good getting-up out 
of the Measles. It leaves them with a bad cough, sore eyes, running o< 
the ears, and swellings of the glands under the ears. In aH such cases, 
there is a sediment of the disease left in the system, which, if not eradi- 
cated, will cause years of mi8er3^ 

In all cuch cases, I woulcl advise you to give the child two or three 
bottles of Medical Discovery.

SCARLET FEVER. 

SYMPTOMS. 

Every symptom described in Measles is applicable in Scarlet Fever, 
except that the Scarlet Fever is more active, and manifests itself on the 
second day. 

Then, again, in Measles, the nose and eyes and throat are running 7 
whereas in Scarlet Fever they arc all quite dry. The rash of Scarlet 
Fever is of a bright red, like boiled lobster ; whereas tho rash of Measles 
is of a yellowish purple, something like the inside of a raspberry. 

The Measles are more infectious than Scarlet Fever, as few persona 
escape them ; whereas there are thousands who escape Scarlet Fever. 

CAUSE. 

The same causes which produce Measles also produee Scarlet Fever. It 
is a living germ or animacule propagated by infection and contagion, which 
spiritual mediums tell me they see. They also say all herbs are full of 
germ or animalculaB, according to their kind, and that the cure of any dis- 
ease, particularly contagious diseases, was effected by the animalcule of the 
herb eating and devouring the animalcule of the disease. One clairvoy- 
ant has often told me that the human system becomes so transparent to her

We do know some are resinous, some alkali, and some acid ; but of the 
living part, the aroma, the living spirit of the her,b, that insinuates itself in 
our system, which passes through many windings and channels until it 
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comes to the diseased place, — now, of the nature of this principle, hoTT 
much do we know ? I once saw a stalk of aconite and a potato-vine 
:grcv/in'^- sido by side ; now, the aconite is the most poisonous thing that 
grows out oi" the ground, -.vhilj the potato is one 0f the most nourishing, 
It puzzled mc grocitlj : I -ivatchc A them for weeks, and wondered how each 
drew its peculiar virtues from the same spot of earth.. I asked a s[:t fit 
medium for an explanation of this, and the reply astonished mc. The 
Teply was, that the earth did not give cither of them any of their prop- 
erties ; that the earth was only a condition for them ; that all their growth, 
and every element that was in thorn, was i*eccived from the atmosphere, 
that great storeirouBO of Nature ; that every element in them was drawn' 
lo them by natural attraction and affinity. This was afterwards proved td 
my satisfaction by reading the experiment of a German philosopher, who 
took fifty pounds of gard^ earth, dried it in an oven, then put it carefully* . 
in a tub, watered it with distilled water, and planted in it a young tree 
weighing a pound. lie watched and watered it for seven years ; covered 
the top, 60 that no dust or earth could get in. In seven years, the tree 
weighed thirty-five pounds. He then dried the earth carefully as at first, 
and it had lost a pound and a half. . This conclusively proves that. all the 
elements and medicinal virtues of herbs are derived from the atmosphere, 
and, in all probability, in germ or animalcula principle. 

I asked the spirit how the atmosphere was supplied with the medicinal 
and other virtues, when I got the following- 'swer: "When I was on 
earth, astrology was looked upon as c.\. .^^ced practice — as prying into and 
interfering with the p^overning power of the Almighty— as taking the power 
ou^: of ill:: .^ands, and putting it in the planets. It was by many considered 
Wasphemy to deal in it ; by many openly condemned and secretly encour- ' 
aged. Since I have been fn the spirit-world, I find astrology the wonder 
and admiration of spirits and angels, who cease not to wonder at the 
goodness and wisdom of the Creator, and the means he uses to govern his 
-creation. 

'' But to go down to the herbs of the earth. Know, then, that every 
lierb after its kind draws its nature from the atmosphere of a planet, though 
that planet be millions of miles away. Yet these planets are supplying 
the atmosphere of the earth with all its elements. This supply comes 
in rays to the earth's atmosphere. I see the whole supply and demand. 
This is the way in which different herbs receive their different supplies — 
Nicholas Culpepper,^* 

I then inquired why astrologists claimed that there was antipathy and 
sympathy between herbs and diseases, and if he could explain it to me. 
The reply was this: *'You must know that every thing in Nature is 
positive or negative, or in sympathy or antipathy ; and, as the word 
* sympathy ' will express my views best, 1 willuse it. You will know, then, 
that the human system is made of orgaaB and viecet^ ol ^\iM\t<^ ^i;>S&^^\X 
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nature. No two are alike : every organ is different in its compomtion 
from another, and yet all are made of different proportions of the same 
material. 

*' We will begin with the Liver, different from its neighbor, the Heart. 
The Liver will get diseased, — say, softening of the Liver, which is a 
disease it is often affected with. This disease creates in the Liver different 
particles or elements from what it contained in health, and the particles or^ 
elements require remedies to restore them to their proper tone. Now is 
the time to try affinities. The Liver is soft, and needs toning up. You 
give one thing and then another. They all pass by. There is no affinity 
between any of them and the Liver. 

"In the course of the treatment, you give, we will say. Dandelion, or 
Mountain Cranberry, made into a tea ; and no sooner is it in the stomach 
than begins the magnetic attraction, or the wort of sympathy, the Liver 
drawing to itself the elements or spirit of those herbs. It may be called 
chemical attraction, magnetic attraction, or sympathetic attraction : it 
maitters not ; it is one and the same operation. The Dandelion supplies the 
want or waste that caused the Liver to soften ; and it is restored to its 
proper texture, until an even balance is formed. This"is the operation of 
sympathy and antipathy in herbs. — Nicholas Culpepper.^' 

Now, kind reader, from Scarlet Fever to Spiritualism is a wide range ; 
but I got in the humor of it, and Jiere it. is. 

CURE. 

In mild cases of Scarlet Fever, all that is required is to keep the patient 
warm, an even temperature if possible. Give him as much water as he 
can drink, and as little medicine as possible. Keep him comfortable, and 
ho will be well in a few days. 

In a malignant Scarlet Fever, with sore throat, be particularly careful to 
keep the patient warm ; sponge the body with warm water every hour ; 
apply a thick cloth, wet with water, to the throat, keeping it wet con- 
tinually. Give a child a teaspoonful of sweet yeast every three hours, a 
grown person a tablespoonful. The object of the yeast is to arrest and 
prevent putrefaction. by neutralizing the poison in the stomach : it is the 
best remedy known. Be particularly careful in the getting-up, as it is 
well known that more children die in the getting-up than in the disease. 
When the fever and rash have all disappeared, then keep the bowels open 
with Medical Discovery.

Gales, apothecary to the hospital of St. Lo h, in Paris.' Experiments 
^Bvere immediately commenced to ascertain i .o best remedies to destrey bo 
formidable an enemy. It was found that the Itch will live in clear water 
four hours; in sea-water, it died in three hours ; in Goulard's solution, it 
survived but one hour; in castor, olive, almond oil, and sweet oil, it died 
in two hours ; in croton oil, four hours ; in lime-water, three-quarters 
of an hour ; in vinegar, twenty minutes ; in alcohol, twenty minutes ; in 
spirits of turpentine, nine minutes ; in hydridate of potassum, six minutes ; 
in solution of arsenic, four minutes ; in sulphuric acid, three minutes ; in 
creosote, it died instantly ; placed on powdered sulphur, it was found dead 
next day. From all these experiments, it was found that sulphur was the 
surest and safest remedy. You will see by the above, that, small as he 
is, he will stand pretty strong d6ses.

BUELLE— BLEBS. 



PEMPHIGUS, RUPIA. 

In tnis order are only two kinds of humor ; and, as I cannot find Eng- 
lish names for them that are at all appropriate, I shall have to give you 
their Latin names. 
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SYMPTOMS. 

PemphigaB bef^ne m red, circular patches : these in a f^w da^s ve 
formed into blebs, or blisters, filled with wheyish, thick, sticky water. This 
is produced by an eflusion of serum under the cuticle, and varying in siae 
from a flplit pea to a filbert. When the bleb attains its.growth, the'serwn 
gets tliicker, and bursts ; and tlie part is soon covered with a thin brown 
crust, or else is covered with very thin and transparent scales. In some 
cases, the water is re-absorbed into the system, and, by rubbing your 
finger on the place, the old skin will rub off, leaving a dark-brown spot. 
Atn soon as one crop of these blebs is gone, another is forming in the shap^ 
of Kttle blisters, which soon grow larger, and come to a head. 

CAUSE. 

This disease is more liable to attack people in the decline of life, and 
men more than women ; and makes its appearance in winter more than 
summer ; and, unfortunately, it frequently becomes chronic in aged peo- 
ple, where the powers of lifo are feeble, and always indicates a poor con* 
stitution and poor blood, lacking in vitality and in recuperative power. 

CURE. 

In this, all you have to do is to take the Medical Discovery regular.

RUPIA.

Sometimes a new crust is formed very quickly, and at 
another time a round, unhealthy ulcer is formed, which is ona of the most 
obstinate and stmbbom of all ulcers to bring to a healing condition. 

CAUSE. \ 

iT\. this diseaso, the fluids have acquired a peculiar acrimony ; also a 
peculiar gluten, which forms in crusts. The acrimony of this disease seems 
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more malignant and intense than any other humor. ThebUck iluiciof the 
ulcer is an indication of its ,acrimony and corruption, and that the whole 
humors of the body are in an exceedingly depraved condition^ caused by 
some change in the system, whicli is not easily understood ; some say poor 
food, poor living, damp dwellings, and other such causes : but we see the 
diseases in all conditions of life. 

CURE. 

The first thing to be done is to eradicate all the depraved humors out of 
the system, to change the blood from its sour, smoky, acrid nature, to a 
sweet red balisam thstt will nourish both mind and body. You will t#ke the 
Medical Discovery, according to direction. You must keep on with it. 
Do not get discouraged. You must remember that so much acrid matter 
as you have in your body cannot be eradicated in a week, or even in a 
month ; and that the battle between the Discovery and the disease is a 
despelrate one, and generally a very long and a very tedious one.

Jhis is an extensive group of diseases; but none are dangerous: y^rr. 
■\ .: more scared than hurt with any of tlicm. 

ECTHYMA, Oli PU.SUES. 

Tiiis is a disease of the skin, characterized by a large, round pustule, 
iioarly tha size of u pea, t.lways distinct, and seated on an inflamed base- 
These are followed by thick and browu scabs, which, when they fall off, 
leave a dark-colored stain on the flesh. They are liable to attack iny part 
of the body, but most generally the neck and shoulders. Th?y frequently 
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come on in successive crops : the top often Contains matter, while the 
^base is hard and red. The matter usually dries up in two or three days, 
and leaves a scab. 

CAUSE. 
Maggots. . 

CURE. 

Take a few bottles of Kennedy's Medical Discovery. 

r IMPETIGO— CRUST,ED TETTER , 

SYMPTOMS. 

. This comes so near Salt Rheum, that it ought, for all medical practices, 
to be grouped with it ; tho only noticeable difference is, that the oozing of 
the tetter contains more gum, and makes a thicker crust, than Salt Rheum. 
This disease attacks all parts of the body, but more generally the legs. 
It is very itchy. The pushes are bursting every few days, discharging a 
yellowish, wheyish humor, which forms a thick red crust, often taken for 
Salt ftheum ; but the crusts of each are very different. 

The Salt Rheum, properly speaking, is riot a crust, only a very thin, 

transparent scale. These little tetters often run together around the ankle, 

/ or on the small of the leg, and form little sores, which finally form very 

isevere ulcers, which, when it happens on aged people, are very tedious 

to heal. 

CAUSE. 

A change in the system, change of diet, poor food, poor clothing, will 
bring it on. 

• CURB. 

You will take the Discovery, and apply Kennedy's Scrofula Ointment.

MILK-CEUST. 

SYMPTOMS. 

This is a variety of tetter that is well known. It commences in email 
tetters on the forehead, cheeks, and edges around the hair, which gradu- 
ally extends over the head ; sometimes covering the whole hair scalp with 
a thick yellow crust, well known to most mothers. This disease itches 
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intolerably, is highly inflamed, and is, altogether, a troublesome disease 
both to mother and child. I have often looked at both, and did not kr^ow 
which to pity most — mother or child. 

CAUSE. 

The cause of this disease is often the fault of the mother, in that she did 
not pay attention to her bowels during the latter part of her time. In all 
such times, the mother bug^ht to pay particular attention both to her diet 
and to her bowels. Many children are born with Milk- Crust, which is by 
old wometi considered a good sign. The disease also afticts children dur- 
ing teething, but is really different in its nature from a teething-humor, 
as the teething-humor is without the yellow crust. 

CURE. , 

* ' • 

Now, take my advice for once in your life, and let Milk-Crust alone, 
except that you may apply a little olive-oil or ^weet cream to soften the 
scales and allay the irritation. I know how proud you are of your baby ; 
none like it. Mrs. Brown's or Mrs. Smith's babies don't begin to com- 
pare with yours. I know how grieved you arc when you look at its head ; 
but do you have patience for a few months^ and he will bo perfectly free 
from every speck of humor. I dread the imprudence of young mothers in ' 
this disease. I have known many a child sent to an early grave by apply- 
ing remedies to cure Milk-Crust. It is a common saying among old 
womoii, that children affected with Milk-Crust during teething 
escape convulsions and diarrhcBa, and always get well. 



PIMPLES. 

These are so well known as to require no description. 

CAUSE. 

They are often caused by an overheating of the blood. The common 
red pimple is merely a distending or liaising of the skin, filled with seba- 
ceous matter. 

Blackheads are of a different nature : the matter formed in them is soon 
turned to a grub, or worm, and can be squeezed out with the fingers'. 
More particularly when they are seated on the nose, these worms turn 
black, and are embedded in the flesh, and have every appearance of gun- 
powder burnt in the flesh ; and there is nothing so mortifying to a young 
lady of eighteen as <o have her face full of pimples, as she imagines that 
every one she meets is looking a^t her pimplcG. 
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CURB.

Then you will 
discontinue the application of the Discovery for a few days, or until all the 
festers dry' upi Then bathe your face a^ain with the .Discovery until 
pimples fester again. The third time will make a cure, if they can b» 
cured. You will take notice, that jn this case nothing but the pimples will 
fester : the sound flesh is not affected in the lea^t. In some few cases, when 
the pimples are all festered, a dark-brown spot is lofl ; but this will disap- 
pear in a few weeks. 

I have had a few cases where the pimples refuse to fester. The effect 
of the Discovery was to cause an inflammation of the skin and a very 
tingling sensation ; and in a few days the skin will fall off.

This disease is very catching to some ; others cannot take it under any 
circumstances. The most common way of getting it is by using the same 
combs or the same towel. Some children are so susceptible to it, they will 
catch it while playing in the same yard. 

* CAUSE. 

This disease is said to be caused by poverty and filth, of which I have 
very great doubt, more particularly as I have had as many cases from 
among the upper walks of life as the lower ones.

LiCHEir. 
symptoms! ' 

This commences in small, solid pimples, and rarely contains either humo^ 
or water, and is liable to attack any part of tlie body, or even the whole 
surface of the body, as in Universal Lichen. It commences in soli'd pim- 
ples the color of the skin, then turning to a reddish, then to a brown tint.

SOEOFULA. 

CAUSE. 

The anpicnt physicians said there were four primary humors in the 
syHtem ; viz., blood, phlegm, choler, and tM^ancholy, upon which four the 
temperament of the body was founded j and by mismanagement or abuse, 
the one is often changed into the channels of the other, and bdngs en a 
train of serious evils. Wheu all these humors are so combined as to bring 
, their exact and equal share, to the body, then they furnish a healthy ahid 
sound constitution. Modem physicians, having the advantage of chem- 
istry to aid them, (a science o^ which the ancients were entirely ignorantj^) 
say ,thct the acids, salts and MaUes of the body being unequally blended,, 
nomchow become vitiated, causing a fermentation of the whore miirture, 
which. throws the extraneous matter to the surface. The above is very 
K(x)d for college use, but does not meet common family sense. 

Scrofula may come from various eauseSi. It may be hereditary, yet tho.ir 
must be a cause for it. Why; did your father or grandfather have hf 
( " Got it from Adam, handed down hand io'hand with original sin.'') I 
will tako the most common ways of receiving Scrofula in the system. 
First,, from a bad stomach that does not digest your food ; then/in the next 
place, from deficient chyle, or what is called the beginnii)^ ef life; or,, 
where the chyle is converted into blood, the separation of partieles does 
not take place in a healthy manner: this deficiency in separating tho 
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rftalizing germs fills the system with thin, poor blood, negative an&'weak, 
and full of anlmalcute that feed on what little vitality thbre 13 in you. 
Thid is ' wh^t is called in '' Aicdical language ia iscrofulous diathesi's, or 
liability to be attacked with active Scrofula at any time. I'*^ 

The only difference between constitutional humor and acquired humor |^ 
is, that in constitutional humor there is already a taint in the system itsctiT, 
that turns a part of the nourishment into humor by a chemical change in 
tho circulation. In the acquired humor, the assimilating process at the 
beginning of tho blood is imperfect. A part of tlie nourishment goes to 
form bone ; a part fiosh, muscle, blood, fat, and fibre. The assimilating 
process dissolves, divides, and takes up and sends off every thing to its 
proper place in the system.

The symptoms of Scrofrtla are, hy fingHsh physiciaim, said td be fair 
hair, spft, fine, thin skin, beautifUl complexion, and blue eyes. Now, I 
should be sorry to have all the angels of the world full of Scrofula*

"^fl^man was a full believer in the divine rights of kkigs, and vents 
lliis spleen very unspaHngly on those' who da not b^^lievo in. him 
Opposition will rise against the best of men, oven when engtgcfd- ?: 
the best of all works, the cttring of their fellownoaen ; and so it was 
'with Charles. 

At this time an Irishman, by the name of Greatrakes, * was impressed 
•that he could cure the evil by the laying of hands. lie seems to hav^ 
liecn very successful in Ireland ; so much so, that his fame extended to 
^England. 

Daniel Turner the first English writer on diseases of the skin, gives 
credit to Grcatrakes for honesty, and that he never accepted any r<^ard ; 
lie freely received and freely gave. 

Wiseman takes great offence at the patronage extended to GreatraKes, 
:tind asks the question, "Who are these that detract Iris grace from our 
lord the king ? If we follow them into private life, we find they are Low 
Churchmen, Whigs, Nonconformists, and Roundheads, who do all in their 
power to bring our lord the king into ridicule." 

On the accession of William, Prince of Orange, to the throne, it wa« 
expected that the healing-days would be kept up with the same pomp; 
' but he, like a sensible raan^ denied having any such gift, and advised all 
who came to him to pray to God for grace. This was the only action of 
William's life for which the High-Church party gave him credit, — not 
assuming to himself divine rights. 

Wiseman then complains that the poor are left to die, that there is no 
known remedy, and that the lawful king is a hopeless exile.

Sir Everard Homes, a celebrated* English physician, says that no im- 
provement has been made in the cure of Ulcers since the days of Celsus.

ON THE FORMATION OP MATTER IN AN ULCER. 

Pus, or matter, is supposed to form in an abscess by fermentation,, 
caused by inflammation of the part. It is well known that abscesses can 
be opened by hastening Nature, by application of poultices of bread ard. 
milk ; yet most physicians believe the only. effect of bread and milk is to 
retain the heat, or prevent its escape by the pores : the retaining of the 
heat caoses a fermentation in the body of the abscess, ^vhich causes its- 
substance to rot or to form pus. Tlas pus becomes mild or acrid, a&\ th(^ 
juiees of the body and state of the system are more or less vitiated. 

Pus taken from a healtliy Ulcer has the following properties : — 
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Tt is naarly of the consistenco of creanr, ia of a Whitnh color, haiv a 
mawkish taste : wheii cold, it is without any smell, but when warm has h 
■poculiar smell. 

Examined by a microscope, it is found to consist of two parts,-^of 
globules, and a colorless, transparent fluid ; its specific gravity is greater 
-than water ; it does not readily go into putrefaction ; exiposed to heat^ it 
evaporates to dryness ; it does hot coagalatc ; it does npt tmite with water, 
-but falls to the bottom. 

Bad pus is where the globules are mixed with a curdy, flaky, transpar« 
<3nt fluid, and there is an oozing of the smaller vessels, of an acrid nature, 
^nd constantly attended with inflammation. 

Pus was supposed to have a corroding quality ; and, to test the truth of 
this, various expcrknents have been tried, when the assertion was found to 
1)0 without the least foundation. Pieces of animal flesh were mixed with 
pus out of an abscess, and in twenty-four hours were not tainted in the 
least. Animal jellies were likewise subjected to the nicest tests to ascer- 
tain the effect of pus oil them ; and in one hundred and foity-four hours 
they had not undergone any change. These experiments were the subject 
of a prize essay ])efore the College of Physicians of Edinburgh. 

Some very eminent physicians differ from this theory in total, and main- 
tain that pus is no part of an Ulc;pr ; that, when the abscess breaks, the 
parts shrink, and form an Ulcer, and pus is formed by a union of lymph 
-and blood and air, and is supplied from the vicinity of the Ulcer. 

These two theories have bad hosts of advocates on each side, and each 
fiide maintained with great plausibility. 
• This day I learned an entirely new theory, which, for any thing I know 
may be as philosophic as any other. It is this : While in conversation 
ivith a medical clairvoyant in a trance state, she maintained that all Ulcers 
ai*e caused by worms, or rather parasites or animalculaB, and that they can 
1)6 seen by a powerful microscope ; that these worms feed on the flesh, and 
the pus is their excrement. She also maintained that Ulcers are often 
caused by, a worm feeding on the bone ; that she herself, with a poultice 
of flaxseed mealy dr«w a worm of several inches in length from the leg of 
XI lady of Boston. This theory, at any rate, is worthy of investigation. 

I have it myself, from th3 most reliable authority in two cases, where 
•worms came out by following my prescriptions. The thing then looked so 
absurd I did not dare publish it ; yet could any of my readers see pictures 
of these creeping things, and flying things, and crawling things, that 
Ambrose Parry has in his book of ** Monsters in the Human System," ho 
might, perhaps, come to the concktsiou that there may be worms in an 
Ulcer. 

I MOW make a statement which probably no physician in the world can 
make, no matter of what schfKji or nation,— I do not say it boostingly, 
\}\\t in thanksgiving ami praise to God, who has revealed to mo so

. jllow-crcatures. It is this : I never had but four caAes of humor that 
baffled juy skill, when I was allowed to' give time and attention to them : 
this, of course does not apply to cases at a distance that I never saw : it 
only refers to cases that I attended personally 

Those of my readers who have had Ulcers during thirty or forty years- 
of their life, and who have tried scores of physicians, will doubt this sta,tc- 
ment; at any rate, will woodejj at my success, and enquire the reason for 
it ; in one word, it is this, — strict observation of causes and symptoms* 
studying the why and wherefore of every phase. 

I believe, if a few of our most skilful physicians in large cUies would 
examine themselves, and ascertain what particular disease tlioy were by 
nature and choice adapted to study, and make that disease their specialty, 
their practice would be attended with tlic best result. Unfortunately, 
there is in the profession a prejudice against specialties, as savoring of 
quackery, when, in reality, the ill success -of the profession in particular 
cases is the very cause of quackery. 

In the legal profession we find criminal lawyers, commercial lawyei*s, 
patent lawyers, conveyancy lawyers. I see no reason whatever why the 
medical profession should not have their specialty, particularly in largo 
cities. * * 

All Ulcers are an outlet to an offensive and impure matter that floats in 
the circnlation ; and, if the outlet is closed before the offensive matter i;i 
eradicated out of the system, it is sure to work for itself another opening. 
Therefore bo sure, and doubly assured, that all- the impurities are cleansed 
out of the body before you heal an Ulcer. 

The whole body of man is only a system of channel-pipes and culverts. 
Every secretion has its own appropriate channel ; and when there is any 
undue amount of any of the secretions, and that secretion makes itself a 
new outlet, it is a work of great trouble and anxiety to get it back into 
its proper (ihannel.

The cause is at work ; and what prevents it spreadiui::- 
is the only mysteiy attending Ulcers.

SYMPTOMS. 

No. 1. — The leg remains in its natural size and color, without much 
pain, the sore remaining ab«ut the same for years. It does liot discharge 
much Imraor ; neither does it smell offensive, uah.'ss iicgloctod. . 

Thifi Ulcer is seldom deep in the flesh. Jt disc-hargos a thin sanieus 
humor, and seldom causes any tthcr incoiivenicnco tlian requiring par- 
ticular care of youi: shins when you are in a crowd. 

CAUSE. 

The cause of this may boinwarvl or outward; somc^timoH a scratch,, 
or a slight bruise. You neglect it, get a cold in it ; axd it fosters, and 
becomes a sore ; and you have it for years, liealing and breaking again in 
spite of sill you can do for it. 

CURE.

In a few 
months, or perhaps a few weeks, the skin on the leg get^ of a purple or 
liver eolor, or reddish brown, shining and luy^d, pr else. covered with dry 
and parchc^ scales /r«m the kn^e to the ankle^ a^d the leg is generally 
somewhat withered ; the UlcQri or rather Ulcers, for there are generally 
two or three openings deep, in the flesh, often exposing the bone. Tfaie 
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JOlbl&th 9XfrkyB tovA, and lUwaya cemtains a greenish, white, stringy 
viatter ; and the ilesh is exceedingly painful. 

Th^re is in this Ulcer a pain different ft-om that affecting any part of the 
ibody : it Is a dull, gnawing, bnniiAg pain, that at times goes to your vciy 
heart. A woman once described ft to me as if a dog had her shin-bone in 
his mouth, Rawing it. 

I once knew a young man who had one of these Ulcers on his shin, and, 
while playing ball, was accidentally struck on the Ulcer, and fell dead on 
the sp6t. , . 

Dr. Benjamin Bell says that the Phagedenic Ulcer, so called for its 
destroying or corroding the parts which it attacks, at first generally 
:appears in the form of several small ulcerations, all collected into larger 
.s^ots, of different sizes and various figures, with always more or less of an 
•erysipelatous-like inflammation. These ulcerations discharge large quanti- 
ties of thin, sharp and corrosive matter, which sometimes fornls into 
«mall crusts, that in a short time fall off, but most freqtiently is so thin 
and acrid as to spread along the neighboring parts, and these produce the 
;8ame kind of sores. Though these excoriations, or Ulcers, do not in 
general proceed farther than £he cutis vera, yet sometimes the discharge 
is so penetrating and corrosive as to destroy the. skin, the cellular sub- 
stance, and sometimes the muscles themselves. 

This Ulcer is very liable to become callous, or the edges will become 
smooth, shining, and rounded, and beoome exceedii;tgly painful. The 
•cause of the edges becoming hard and calloused is either neglect or im- 
proper treatment. When this Ulcer breeds out on the calf of the leg, it 
is often accompanied with varicose veins, which feed the Ulcer, and retard 
the process of healing. In this case a fungus excreacence is often formed 
at the bottom of the sore, and is often the means of keeping the sore in 
the same condition for many Qionths.

NoW, in this case, the flesh and 
skin are what may be called hide-bound, and must be sofbened by fomen- 
tations. The best fomentation for this purpose is to take four ounces of

*ii ftrater enough to cover them, until the potatoes are cooked ; take out 



the potaloeBf and apply the rest to the leg as a fomentation, keeping it 
'^M^^lflriik'ihe Mino water. You must do this every niflrht for two-weeksr ^ 
aad as much'throaj^h the' day ;a8 you can ; "when it ia not' oonvetiiont: to 
apply the fomentation through the day, you will apply a dreissing cf mj 
Scrofula Ointment.

This will eat into the sub- 
stance of tho flesh, making a hollow with clean, smooth sides, something 
like a honeycomb. These ulcers are seldom larger than your finger-nail, 
but there are many of them ; and they often run together, and form one 
Bora. They are exceedingly painful, and have a clear, sharp sting to 
them different from any other ulcer, l^is sting is bad enough; but it 
does not go to the lieart^ and somehow it raises an angry feeling in the 
sufferer, which seems to counteract tho pain In this ulcer the surround- 
ing flesh is of a deep red color. I on^e had a case of this ulc^r where 
the man insisted that every sore produced a maggot ; and really, from tho 
smooth, shiny appearance of the holes, it did look like it. 

CAUSE.

SCURVY. 

The last fifteen yec^rs of the sixteenth century produced three diseases 
^hich were entirely unknown to former ages, — the Scurvy in Denmark, 
the sweating sickness in England, and the Venereal at Naples.

Scotchmen a 
England were exempt, and Englishmen fleeing to the Continent for safety 
were attacked, while the natives were safe.

In the past generation, Scurvy was supposed ^o be the sq^rce of all 
diseases of the skin and of many of the diseases of the system : it occupied, 
in the public mind the place that Scrofula dbcs.in Uie present generation. 

Medical writers of the present age have divided the different symptoms 
of this disease, and placed them in the dilTcrent classes, as best they could, 
giving as a reason, that Scurvy means a number of symptoms, different 
and^ometimes opp\)site in their cause ; and surely, thft s^mc tiling can be 
said of every disease that man is heir to.

As a general^ 
thing, this disease causes more excruciating paiui misery and wietohedrj 
ncss of feeling, than any known^ disease; in fact, life is a perfect burden'/ 
and, during the paroxysm of pain, would be yielded up by the sufferer 
with very little reluctance.

Carbuncles on" the body, particularly on the spine, if they do i|ot,coni^ 
to a head/ are dangeroJUs, as ihe poiison in tliem is very malignaut, and 
when it recedes, and uixes with the circulation, oiten .causes seriouti 
trouble : therefore leave nothing untried to brin^ it to a head. . 

For a malignant Carbuncle, or French Boil, as some cal} them, the very 
best application that you can make is to take wood soot (two ounces), sour 
yeast batter, Venice turpentine, fine salt, castile soap, and the yolk of 
three eggs ; make this into a paste, and apply it three times a day.

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Tkifl period is tho most mysterious of a woman's life ; the mind and 

body go through a change which has never been understood ; this is the 

drilicai period of woman's future life.

. This is eaused by a sudden cold, a checking of the perBpirati^n, and a

It may seeni out of place in mc U) recor.!iiio:iti a medicine that was 
originally got up for the euro of the various kinds of humor, for so many 
and various diseases a^ I dv^ ; and pertiaps the reader may demand an 
explanation why the Discovery will kill worms of all kinds that infest the 
human system.

This is one of the worst diseases of the livc;r, and is seldom wholly 
cured, yet it may bo greatly relieved, and tlic patient kept comfortable for 
a great immber of years.

Any part of the system is liable to be attacked with dropsy, or a collec- 
tion of water. There is dropsy of the brain, dropsy of the chest, dropsy 
of the heart, dropsy of the bowels, dropsy of the womb, dropsy of the 
limbs, and a universal dropsy of the whole system. 

For water round the heart, I would recommend a strong tea made of 
blue Vervain, to be taken two or three times a day.

this disease is generally supposed to have been introduced into Europe 

Ij the sailors connected with 'the ships of Christopher Columbus on his 

Tetam after discovering the American continent; yet there is not the first 

word of truth in it, or even a shadow of truth to make a lie. This story 

vas originated by that veriest brute that ever walked on two legs, — 

Gonsalvo de Oviedo, Governor of Daricn, in order to prejudice the King 

of Spain agairist the unfortunate natives, and as an excuse to bring them 

into slavery. I have is ny possession every work that was published in 

the English language on this disease during the first two hundred years 

of its existence in Europe. Astruc, a famous French physician, is the 

champion of the party who advocate the theory of the introduction of the 

disease by Columbus ; and, by endeavoring to prove it, he proves too much, 

aiid consequently has to contradict himself on every page of his very 

elaborate and- searching liist^ry of the disease. It is not my intention, 

neither have I space, to enter into the argumonts of either side in the case. 

Ur. Beckct, an English physician of the last century, is the champion of 

tlie party who maintain that the disease always existed ; that Job and 

Ki:ig David were both afflicted with it. How his essays came to be r^d- 

iQittcd ia that most excellent of all works, " The Philosophical Transac- 

tioDS of Great Britain,'' has always been a mystery to me ; for, of all tlio 

weak, futile arguments I ever read, Becket's are the most shallow. 

From a careful examination of the writings of medical men of that age, 
it Bcems the disease was entirely different in its nature from what it is now. 
Neither Columbus, nor his brother Bartholomew, who wrote so accurate a 
history of the voyage, alludes to any particular disease among the sailors ; 
snd it is impossible to suppose that a disease so new, so strango, and so

I want you to follow my figures, as I have taken great pains to bC|*i 
correct on day and date. We find that Columbus, on his return, landed at .^t 
Palos, in Spain, March 15, 1493. He and Iiis officers, and several Indians'^^i" 
which he had brought with him, also several liundred of the better class of i 
Spaniards, went in a sort of triumphal procession from Palos to Seville to *f 
pay his court to the king and queen ; while his crew had free access to al^ 
the idlers and listeners of the then important port of Palos, and no doubt 
many of them went to all pails of Spam to sec friends and relatives. 
Columbus and his officers were feted and feasted in every town in Spain : .] 
yet we do not hear of any disease pr epidemic of any kind in Spain or ■ 
Portugal, qr any of the neighboring countries. Now, could this be possible 
with such an infectious disease? No I As Dr. Thompson says, the very 1 
thought of it is absurd: Now, from March 15, 1493, the date of the 'i 
landing of Columbus at Palos, to the middle of August, 1494, is seventeen ;, 
months : still no account of this awful scourge; in any part of Spain, or 
Poitugal, or anywhere else. In August, 1494, we find this disease break- ; 
ing out at Naples, among the French soldiers who were then besieging 
Naples. It manifested itself in scabs, blotches, and boils of a filthy and ' 
h»rrid appearance, over all parts of the body.

Leonardo Fiovanius, 15W, says, " That, provisions being scarce in the 
French camp, the sutlers, through greediness of gain, cut up the bodies 
of «kM liol^Ors, a9cl dresied it id various t&ns oJtfoM^rMdxi i4io the 
hungry soldiers at a high; price: ^an4 «s jnav^TiCf eat of it, without a 
single exception, broke out with boils and pustules, and the flesh rotted on 
their bones.'* 

I could fill pages with such extraots as these, from the greatest physi- 
cians of that period. In fifty years, the disease had. spread itself all over 
Europe ; and each country blamed another as being the cause of it. 

Oonaalvo de OviedOj Governor of Darien^ 1585, as an excuse ifor bis 
cruelties to the natives,^ writes to the King of Spain, and also to the Pope, 
as an excuse for bringing them into slavery, that they were all afflicted 
with the disease which was then devastating Europe, and his only way 
was to bring, them into a state of bondage to keep them separate from 
the Spaniards.

At last, after a lapse of 
forty years, Oviedo starts the story of its American origin. Here, was an 
escape, as all the original discoverers were dead, and could not contradict 
it, and all Europe took it up with one accord.

Oviedo states in his journal that the natives are very fond of a particular 
species of snake or lizard, which he calls igahuana ; that this snake was 
eaten at their religious festivals, and produced the disease in those that eat 
it. This is more absurd than any of the causes mentioned by previous 
writers; and when he came home to Spaia, and was closely questioned as 
to the siae and shape of the snake, he gave evasive answers, and wished 
to avoid a^l questions on the subject.

FEVERS OF HOT , CU14;ATES. 



Wbei^ Amfificaa^ arrive in a hot clioiatc, their bodies are not, for some 
tme, sufficiently relaxed to discharge their perspiration freely : hence^ 
■lies what is called acclimating and seasoning, wliich is usually a fever. 

The great ovacaation the patient sufTers in the course of his cure relaxes. 
AevesselSj and perspiration becomes free and- easy. This is the change 
ff degree or relaxation meant by seasoning or acclimating, or being 
kUtnated to the keat of the climate. 

Relaxation ot the body may always bo regardcid as a certain degree of

' iphere impregnated with crude vegetable miasma, seems to be the^. cause of 
illtba endemic diseases of tke torrid zone. 

Fntrid fevers- are always common in hot climates, arising from the

*rhc causes of nervous diseases ai*^ as Variotis ds the fates of the diil* 
dren of men : Ck>mb'oomefroindi8ea8e«— lr6ihlong,lihg«nng'iri(^thMfot 
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fitim exgesflive study, others from anxiety and care of their worldly goods ; 
oibers from a distrust of Providence, and gloomy forebodings of trouble, 
-by which they make themselves and every one around them unhappy. 

Now, there can bo no effect without a cause ; and you may depend upon 
it; your nervous friend has cause for all bis trouble. You will remember 
ih«t the nervous system is like tho strings of a violin, and the starting-point 
of .these violin strings is from the emotional gUnds, situated in the stomach;
